The greatest financial sufferer from repu- 
diation, so far as pre-war loans are con- 
cerned, would be France, whose thrifty 
people have always been foremost in sup- 
porting Russian finances. Before the war 
British investors had lent to the Russian 
Government probably not less than 
£500,000,000. It is impossible, however, to 
regard Russia's repudiation of her inter- 
national lisbilities as permanent. A 
country without crédit might have been 
able to exist at.one time, but not to-day. 
Governments require credit for the de- 
velopment of national resources, railways, 
mines, and the like. Russia is in a con- 
ditaon of extreme economic disorganisation 
and exhaustion in which it is very 
doubtiul if she could raise gven 
revenue eufficient for the normal 
functions of government. Her re 
covery and development after the war 
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will depend greatly on the foreign, capital 
available, but the honouring of existing 
debts is, of course, the first condition cf 
further financial assistance. Her annual 
imports before the war were worth over 
£120,000,000, and, with reduced power of 
export, she must be able to deal on credit. 
In these circumstances we may confidently 
expect that, in the long run, she will find 
herself unable to evade her international 
lia bil‘ ties. 


The Burden of Rates. 


The Dublin Corporation proposes to levy 
this year a large increase in the city rates, 
At its meeting yesterday it was proposed 
that all empleyés of the Corporation 
with incomes not exceeding £300 should 
receive a war bonus of 158. a week, 
which would put an additional sum 
of £54,562 on the rates. This monstrous 
proposal was defeated, but a more modest 
scale of bonuses was ‘adopted despite the 
fact that no estimate of its cost was put 
before the members or the public. We 
commend this proceeding to the atten- 
tion of the ratepayers of Dublin.

FLAX-GROWING IN THE SOUTH. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—I was much interested, on reading your 
leading article of Tuesday last, to see that the 
Government has decided to offer a bonus. to 
encourage flax-growing in the Midland and 
Southern counties. Being an Ulsterman, and 
living in a Midland distmct where flax was at 
one time extensively grown, I have had many 
conversations with some of the older farmers 
on the subject. Most of them expressed the 
wish that the industry could be revived even 
before the present pressing necessity arose for 
more home-grown flax 

There are a great many conditions essential 
to the successful and profitable cultivation of 
filax—suitable proper cultivation of the 
same before seeding, a dry seed-bed, and, most 
important of all, suitable wanes for 'steepin or 
“-reiting,” as it is called in some places. Plax 
grown in one field, if pat into different Game, 
may produce fibres entirely different in colour 
and quality. In the district where I reside 
there is abundance of good land for growing 
flax, but an entire absence of suitable wate: 
for “‘retting,”’ being full of lime, which would 
produce harsh, dry, and badly coloured fibre of 
poor quality, that would waste a great deal in 
dressing. Th is gros ogee why flax, when grown 
here formerly, was sold in the straw without 

* retting.”’ 

Flax could be grown here and gaved in the 
straw as formerly, when it could be delivered at 
convenient centres, where the seed could be 
separated from the straw. The latter could 
then be re-tied in sheaves and pressed into 
bales to facilitate transport, and then sent on 
to the North, where there are more facilities and 
«nowledge of how to handle it in its most 
dificult stages. It must be understood that 
flax handled under these conditions would not 
give a first-class sample, as it is well known 
that flax that is allowed to ripen too much loses 
in quality; but it would provide the necessary 
seed, together with a fair return of fibre, 
which, even at second or third-grade prices as
